Paris and 
London were now becoming the main 
contact centres for the terrorist in- 
dustry, he adds. 

‘The writer, who recently published 
@ book called “The Arab Mind,” 
stresses that “Israel appears to be 
the only country which realizes that 
coming tb terms with terrorists is 
self-defeating. Appeals to reason or 
conscience are futile. Westerners are 
still ignorant on this score.”

WASHINGTON. — U.S. military 
action to restore oil production in 
the Persian Gulf area in the event 
of another embargo would have 
Mttle chance of: success, according 
to a Library of Congress study 
made at the request of the House 
International Relations Investiga- 
tions Subcommittee. 

The subcommittee chairman, Re- 
presentative Lee Hamilton (D. In- 
diana), said the study was promp- 
ted by Statements from top U.S. 
officials earlier this year ‘that mili 
tary intervention was both possible 
and feasible. 

The study, which Rep. Hamilton 
said did not necessarily represent 
the views of subcommittee mem~- 
bers, showed that U-S. forces could 
easily defeat any local troops they 
would encounter, but probably 
would not be able to protect. ofl 
fields and facilities from sabotage. 
As many as four U.S. divisions 
with additional support would be 
needed for an indefinite period, the 
study concluded. 

“This country would so deplete 
its strategic reserves that litle 
les else- 
where,” it sald. Successful military 
intervention also would depend on 
whether the Soviet Union refrains 
from military action, an unlikely 
event, according to the study.

Soviet detention of son 
blamed in actress’ death 


NEW YORE (JTA). — The Greater 
New York Conference on Soviet 
Jewry has accused the Soviet Union 
of “an act of murder” in the death 
of Dina Roitkop Podriachik. Mrs. 
Podriachik, 53, died Thursday in Tel 
Aviv four days after she was stric- 
ken with a cerebral haemorhage and 
@ week after her son Uri was re- 
fused an exit visa by the USSR for 
the fourth time. 

Malcolm Hoenlein, conference exe- 
cutive director, said on Thursday 
that Senator Jacob Javits, Represen- 
tative Mario and other public 
officials had written to et = au- 
thorities on Uri's behalf, but their 
pleas that he and his mother be re- 
united in Israel were ignored. Uri is 
being detained in Riga, 

“We charge that the persistent 


refusal of the Soviet Union to allow 
Uri to emigrate contributed directly 
to the death of his mother. This is 
perhaps the most dastardly act ever 
committed in the long history of 
oppression of Soviet Jews,” Hoenlein 
said. 


Mrs. Podriachik had lived in Israel 
for several years, where she was & 
member of the Habimah theatre. Her 
death came only hours before the 
film “My Michael,” in which she 
had a minor role, was to open in Is- 
rael. 

She was in New York earlier this 
summer under the auspices of the 
New York Conference to help rally 
support for efforts to gain the re- 
lease of her son and others separated 
from their families by the Soviets’ 
stringent emigration policies,

Defector reveals Rumanian 
spy ring in north Europe 


OSLO. — Norwegian authorities 
yesterday declined comment on 
local reports that ἃ 40-man- 
Rumanian spy ring in northern Eu- 
rope hes teen: largely broken up 
following the defection of a Ru- 
manien diplomat here. 

The reports, front-paged in sev- 
eral Oslo newspapers yesterday, 
said Virgil Tipanut, 37, Third Secre- 
tary at the Embassy here, with his 
wife and two small daughters had 
sought Norwegian police protection 
in June. Tipanut told the newspaper 
“Aftenposten"*that 40 of his coun- 
trymen were operating as Industriel 
spies In Britain, West Germany and 
Scandinavia, and named Oslo First 
Secretary Emanuel Zeldes and Trade 
Attache Petrea Tarniceru as two of 
the ring (both have left Oslo since 
his defection).

Publishers of the rightwing news- 
Paper ‘“Eleftheros Kosmos” and the 
leftwing “Athinaiki" were charged 
with insulting authority through the 
press. Both papers published Papa- 
dopoulos' statement despite a pro- 
secutor’s ban. If ‘found guilty, they 
could pay stiff fines and lose their 
right to duty-free newsprint. 

Papadopoulos made the statement 
two weeks ago while on trial 
with 19 others on charges of high 
treason and insurrection. He and as- 
soclates Stylianos Pattakos and Ni- 
cholaos Makarezos were sentenced 
to death for leading the 1967 mili- 
tary coup d'etat, but the Greek gov- 
ernment later announced it would 
commute the sentences.

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Basque separatists 
sentenced to death 


BURGOS, Spain (AP). — A mili. 
tary court sentenced two Basque 
separatists to death Friday for kill. 
ing a Spanish civil guardsman. 

The four-man court's sentence 
against Jose Antonio Garmendia, 23, 
and Angel Otaegui, 33, was reported 
by their lawyer, Juan Bandres, wha 
said it would be appealed immedis- 
tely to the Supreme Court of Jus- 

ice. 

If the appeal is rejected, the sen. 
tence will go to Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco, the chief of state, for 
him to decide whether to uphold or 
commute the death penalty to life 
imprisonment. 

The method of execution would 
be determined by the military com- 
mander, 

The politically explosive trial 
Thursday lasted 5% hours, and 
both the guilty verdict and the 
death sentence were expected. A 
few hours before the trial started, 
the government issued a decree 
making the death penalty autome- 
tic for anyone convicted of the poli- 
tieally motivated killing of a secu- 
rity officer. 

Garmendia and Otaegui were ac- 
cused of being members of ETA, 
the Basque underground organiza. 
tion, and of killing a civil guards. 
man in an ambush in San Sebas- 
flan in 1974. 


Garmendia, who was shot in the 
head by the police, sat silent and 
apparently uninterested during the 
trial. His attorney said he was un- 
able to defend himself because of 
his mental condition as a result of 
his wound. Otaegui, a mechanic, also 
said nothing during the trial 

The last executions in Spain took 
Place in March, when Barcelona mi- 
litary authorities took the lives of 
an anarchist and a Polish vagrant 
by the medieval method of garrote. 

Reacting to the death sentences, 
76 inmates issued a statement from 
Madrid's Carabanchel Prison charg- 
ing the state with “political ter- 
rorism.” : 

There was no immediate reaction 
from ETA, the small but well-or- 
ganized group blamed by police for 
more than 100 attacks on the police 
apparatus in the past 18 months. 
The οἱ ition, whose initials 
stand for Basque Land and Liberty, 
is blamed by the state for assas- 
sinating Spanish Premier Luis Car- 
rero Blanco in December 1973. 

The case of the two Basques was 
one of two to be decided by mili- 
tary authorities, who are responsible 
for handling terrorism cases, in the 
next few weeks. Hight Spaniards 
are awaiting trial with the prose- 
cution demanding the death penalty 
for all. 


FBI releases some 
files on Rosenbergs 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The Fede- 
ral Bureau of Investigation has 
made public the first of its secret 


along files on the espionage investigation 


of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, exe- 
cuted in 1953 for passing atomic 
bomb secrets to Soviet agents. 

The files are part of a batch of 
725 pages turned over to a history 
professor researching the case and 
marked the first time the bureau 
has disclosed any material from the 
probe. 

The probe led to the conviction 
of the Rosenbergs and their 1953 
execution in the electric chair. 

The documents include progress 
reports on the investigation, lists of 
items found in αὶ search of the Ro- 
senbergs’ New York apartment, and 
summaries of interviews with Ro- 
senberg and with confessed spy Da- 
vid Greengilass, brother of Ethel 
Rosenberg and the principal witness 
against the couple, 

The Bureau turned over the docu- 


Tents to Allen Weinstem, a Smith 
College professor who petitioned for 
them three years ago and subse- 
quently filed suit under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

‘The Rosenbergs’ sons, Robert and 
Michael Meeropol, also kave brought 
sult to obtain the 48,000-page file. 
The sons use the name of the couple 
who adopted them after their pa- 
rents’ execution. A federal court has 
ordered disclosure of most docu- 
ments by November 15 and Deputy 
Attorney General Harold Tyler has 
pressed the Bureau for “maximum 
possible disclosure” quickly. 

The documents delivered to Wein- 
atein also will be mailed to the 
Meeropols who have claimed that 
full disclosure of the files would 
prove their parents were innocent.

IMUSIC REVIE 


‘Precious qualities learned 


THE SUMMER SCHOOL for 
Chamber Music was held this year at 
the somewhat secluded Negev Kib- 
butz Sde Boker. once again under the 
Inspiring guidance of Ram! 
Shevelov. And to judge from the con- 
cert held in the framework of Taav- 
ta's popular Saturday morning 
series, 11.12 (Tel Aviv, August 23), 
the course, as usual], seems to have 
ylelded excellent results. 

It would be no exaggeration to say 
that this concert created a complete- 
ly different musical atmosphere 
than most presentations of this kind. 
The concert opened with a magnifi- 
cent performance of Prokofiev's 
Sonata for Two Violins by two 
French musicians, R.B. and Ὁ. 
Sulem. The two voices displayed 
Great clarity, yet at the same time 
combined into a perfect harmony of 
approach and tone. 

This was followed by Messiaen's 
“Quatuor pour Ja Fin du Temps" far 


violin, clarinet, cello and plano, m 
which four Israelis, S. Shwartz, E. 
Heifetz. R. Lavi and ΒΞ. Radek, dia- 
played an astonishing depth of feel- 
ing thet fully revealed the human 
aspects of this masterpiece. 

Two lighter works, Reger‘'s 
Serenada for flute and viola, played 
by J. Brahmas, Y. Lipski, and O. 
Godlevski, and Ravel's Sonata for 
violin and cello with K. Hulsmann 
and D. Esser, captured the 
musicians’ imagination no less than 
the more weighty pieces. 

This concert demonstrates again 
that Shevelov’s summer students 
achieve not only technical com- 
pleteness, but develop deeper love of 
music and a new closeness to Its in- 
trinsic values. It should be hoped 
that these precious guelities ac- 
quired at Sde Boker will not-be lost in 
the hectic commercialism of the 
coming season.

NATASHA TADSON gave her plano 
debut in Jerusalem at the Targ 
Music Centre in Ein Karem last 
Monday, with a programme which 
included Beethoven's Sonata No. 7 in 
D, Prokofiev's No. 7, a Sonata by 
Clementi, and two Chopin Etudes.

All are qualifications for a 
successful career. 

This should not deter her mentors 
from nurturing her musical faculties 
in depth, to guarantee a balanced 
development of her artistic attitude 
as well. Virtuosi are easy to come 
by, but pianists who are musicians

meat of the crocodile and its eggs 
part of their normal diet. This 
familiarity with the reptile is what 
has made it easy for the Government 
to persuade Papua New Guineans to 
take up farming crocodiles. An in- 
dividual or group running a farm 
with a couple of thousand “‘head of 
croc” can make up to $40,000 a year 
— good money in this territory, not 
far advanced from cannibalism. The 
longer a crocodile is kept, the more 
valuable it becomes. The belly skin 
ig best: A year-old croc may have 
enough belly to provide $2 worth of 
skin. At two years the value has 
rigen to 810, at three years $40 and so 
on. Consequently, the farming 
method is to feed the “‘livestock” un- 
til it reaches the largest site possi- 
ble. The feed is cheap. About 25 kg. 
of fish a day will comfortably sate a 
dozen yearlings. And the crocs are 
easy to feed and house. Once fed, 
they doze off contentedly. Indeed, 
according to Dr, Laver, the 
crocodiles in Papua New Guinea 
show.a great liking for life down on 
the farm. They don't have to go look- 
ing for their next meal. It's served 


and can move hearts are at a 
premium. It is just this kind of artist 
our times need most. 

Her choice of programme suggests 
that she avoids confrontation with 
music which demands interpretation 
and personal identification with 
emotional issues. The world of Bach, 
Haydn, Mozart and, for example, 
Schubert is more than anything else 
the field on which an aspiring young 
artist must battle with problems of 
expression and attitude, and must 
broaden hig horizon.

WELLINGTON, Ν.Ζ. — The emerg- 
ing nation of Papua New Guinea is 
well on the way to becoming a world 
leader in an industry it has establish- 
ed — crocodile farming. Five hun- 
dred such farms exist and a further 
200 are being set up. Papua New 
Guinea is probably one of the few 
countries in the world with the 
prerequisites for the industry, accor- 
ding to Dr: John Lever, who headed 
a six-year study of the subject for the 
PNG Department of Agriculture. 
The country still has an abundant 
population of both sea and 
freshwater crocodiles, good 
locations for farms, and people to 
work them. Papua New Guinea 
supplies 10 per cent of the 250,000 to 
300,000 crocodile skins taken by the 
world market each year — mostly by 
the fashion leather trade. But most 
of the world supply is still obtained 
by hunting the reptiles in areas 
where their numbers are declining.

PEOPLE, both private and in 
government, are more than ever 
conscious that conservation goes 
beyond protecting a particular 
monument or historic building 
and that what is conserved 
should be for the use and 
pleasure of all, the humble as 
well as the mi; '. 

“In restoring the historic 
areas of old towns, architects 
and planners must beware ὡς 
creating rich men’s ghettos," 
British Member of EarHament 
told a recent Council of Hurope 
debate on European Architec- 
tural Heritage Year (1975).

* must be aware of conservation's 


social and economic factors. We 
do not want our town centres to 
be offices and insurance com- 
panies. We want housing, and 
rents which make it possible for 
the original inhabitants to live 
there." 

He was voicing a view general- 
ly held by others who spoke in 
that debate, including ἃ 
Norwegian parliamentarian who 
cited the παρὸ of Bergen. 
Planners there had intended to 
raze a large area of modest, 
whitewashed wooden homes 
which; they assumed, would 
result in providing better hous- 
ing conditions for more families. 
But a survey showed the 
redevelopment would have hous- 
ed fewer families. Furthermore, 
the residents were opposed to 
the destruction of their com- 
munity. So the authorities aban- 
doned the project and sub- 
stituted individual housing im- 
provements. 

The case was ‘also cited of 
Bologna, where a vigorous city 
council is pushing through the 
renovation of the old city centre 
in such a way that the residents 
will be able to return and benefit 
from low-rent housing. Another 
example of the new concept of 
“integrated conservation” —

In the first case, explained 
Newman at a seminar held last 
year in Oxford, residents not 
only take-individual care and 
pride in their apartment, but in 

areas as well, in- 
eh streets and playgrounds. 
In the high-rise buildings, 
among hundreds of strangers, 
with long corridors and stair- 
cases often the prey of vandals, 
the resident feels unsafe. There 
is no individual or collective 
sense of pride. The apartment 
becomes a fortress and the 
street a crime-infested jungle.
